IN BANKING FRAUD 


Robert Magruder of the Johnson 
Corporation Is Accused in 
$300,000 Case. 











HE PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Mariners Harbor Bank Direc- 
tors Announce That All Def- 
icits Have Been Made Good. 


Robert Magruder, President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Johnson Shipyard 
Corporation at Mariners Harbor, S. L., 
was held in $25,000 bail when arraigned 
yesterday before Judge Garvin in the 
Brooklyn Federal Court on an indict- 
hment charging him and Sylvanus Bedell, 
Treasurer of the shipyard corporation, 
with misapplication of funds of the 
Mariners Harbor National Bank, of 
which Bedell formerly was the cashier. 

While .the specific sum mentioned in 
the indictment returned against them 
was $3,300, Federal Prosecutor Ross said 
that approximately $300,000 had been 
obtained from the bank on checks pre- 
sented by Magruder to Bedell in the last 
four years. Bedell, who is 59 years old 
and lives in Mariners Harbor, was not 
arrested when a physician reported to 
the Prosecutor that he was dangerously 
ill at his. home. The indictment was 

against the men Tuesday after- 


“pans but when United States Marshals 


went to Magruder’s home at 73 Town- 
send Avenue, Clifton, S. I., that day 
they were told the shipbuilder was out 
of town. 

Magruder appeared yesterday morning 
in Prosecutort Ross's office with counsel, 
and. after. he had pleaded not guilty 
before. Judge Garvin and was held for 
trial the Prosecutor revealed the alleged 
transactions which resulted in the indict- 
ment of the men. 


Cashier Ig Dismissed. 


He said that on May 12 last the Direc- 
tors of the bank discovered that Bedell, 
who was then the cashier of the bank, 
misappropriated $3,300 from other ac- 
counts to make good an overdrawn check 
submitted by Magruder. The Directors 
called Bedell, and after he had made 
certain admissions he was dismissed, 
and the Federal Banking Department 
was notified. 

With the Federal officers, the Direc- 
tors held an investigation and learned, 
according. to Mr. Ross, that in July, 
1917, Magruder called a meeting of the 
shipyards. stockholders and Bedell was 
elected Secretary at a salary of $10,000 
@ year. , 

It also developed that in 1916, when 
Joseph A. Johnson, was President of the 
corporation, Bedell bought ten shares of 
stock in the corporation. Magruder was 
a minor official of the corporation at 
the time, but after the United States en- 
ttered the war he obtained contracts 
from the Shipping Board for the con- 
struction of three vessels at a cost of 
$900,000. 

Soon afterward Colonel E. Harden be- 
came President of the corporation. Ma- 
gruder by that time had become a domi- 
nant figure in the corporation, and had 
operied a small account with the bank. 
When Colonel Harden entered the army 


in August, 1917, Magruder was elected 
‘to succeed him as President and Gen- 
eral. Manager of the corporation.

%VASHINGTON, June 29.—Official 
Washington witnessed an unprecedented 
scene this afternoon when President 
Harding, most of ‘the members of his 
Cabinet and about 600 other officials, 
the large majority of them bureau chiefs 
of various Governmental departments, 
crowded into the audit@rium of the In- 
terior Department Building to hear 
Charles G. Dawes, recently named Di- 
rector of the Budget, tell what he hoped 
could be accomplished in cutting down 
governmental expenses and increasing 
administrative efficiency. 

Grouped on the platform, with the 
President as the central figure, were 
the men who might be expected to in- 
spire awe in the less mighty, if any 
collection of Americans could. But the 
importance of that gathering did not 
have any such effect upon Director 
Dawes. With all the enthusiasm of a 
zealot, with high-pitched voice and vigor 
of gesticulation that at times threatened 
the welfare of those sitting within range 
of his arms, he proceeded to unfold his 
mind. 

The recent ‘‘ hell and Maria ’’ outburst 
of Mr. Dawes before a Congressional 
committee, when his spectacular Yan- 
guage aroused nation-wide comment 
hardly can expect to hold its place of 
note in history alongside of; sspany’s 
happening§. 

At the conclusion of .the mass ‘ae 
fing the Director walked out of the 
auditorium a perspiring but happy fig- 
ure. His collar was soggy, his ceat 
collar damp, as a result of his efforts, 
but he felt that he had driven his 
message home. 

During the hour devoted to the de- 


livery of his talk Mr. Dawes directed, 


his remarks first at’ the President, then 
at Cabinet members, and then at bureau 
chiefs, accepting the position that all 
were on an equal footing in the drive 
for economy and efficiency in govern- 
ment, 

Gets All on Their Feet. 


At the conclusion of his address Mr. 
Dawes asked the bureau chiefs who 
authorized him to address the Presi- 
dent in their behalf to rise, and every- 
one on the floor got up. The Presi- 
dent rose and stepped forward on 
the- platform, smiling broadly as Mr. 
Dawes faced him. Vice President Cool- 
idge and members of the Cabinet, who 
were grouped about the President, has- 
itated as if uncertain what to do. But 
Mr. Dawes was equal to the occasion. 

‘‘Let’s all get up,’’ he directed, rais- 
ing his arms to emphasize just what he 
wanted the Cabinet members to do, and 
they followed instructions without re- 
monstrance. 

When everybody was in position, some 
smiling, some perhaps a bit ruffled by 
the adventure through which they had 
passed, Director Dawes delivered his 
message—a pledge by the bureau chiefs 
to aid the nation in a period of depres- 
sion and widespread unemployment by

‘When it was all over President Har- 
ding was smiling and unruffled. The 
bureau chiefs were making for the door- 
ways when the President stepped to the 
front of the platform and raised his 
hand for silence.

AIRPLANES. FAIL 
TO ‘SINK’ THE IOWA 


Only Two Hits Made by Aircraft 
in Attack on Radio-Con- 
trolled Battleship. 


EIGHTY BOMBS ARE DROPPED 


Experts Agree That Had the 
‘Enemy’ Been Stationary She 
Would Have Been Wrecked.

ON BOARD (UNITED STATES 
NAVAL TRANSPORT HENDERSON, 
at Sea off the Maryland Coast, via De- 
stroyer Bernadou to Norfolk, June 29.— 
A distinct jolt was given today to advo- 
cates of the theory that the day of mod-‘ 
ern battleships is over and these fighting 
byldogs of the sea are to be rendered 
obsoléte through intensive development 
of bombing aircraft, when twenty planes 
attacked the historic old battleship Iowa 
at sea off the Maryland coast with- 
out scoring more than two hits on the 
target vessel. 

So far as official observers on board 
the transport Henderson and on the de- 
stroyer Barney were able to. ascertain 
before the Iowa was boarded for exam- 
ination, no hits whatever were made. 
But officers on the naval mine sweeper 
Vireo, which was nearest the starboard 
side of the Iowa, declared that two of 
the last salvo of ten bombs let loose 
in the final attack by five huge Martin 
bombers struck the forecastle of the tar- 
get ship. 

The spectacular feature of today’s ex- 
periments, aside from the wide sea area 
embraced and simulation of, war-time 
conditions, was the fact that the Iowa 
was controlled wholly by radio. This 
was made possible by the development 
of electrical devices furnished by John 
Hays Hammond Jr., pioneer in the con- 
trol of torpedoes and ships by radio. 

Special apparatus and extensive 
changes were made in the Iowa in fit- 
ting her with radio control equipment. 
The Iowa had been converted to burn 
oil instead of coal in certain boilers, 
which were automatically regulated by 
the radio control on the battleship Ohio, 
which also steered the ship by radio. 

The apparatus used for controlling the 
Iowa consisted of a standard radio 
transmitter aboard the Ohio, a receiving 
aerial-on the Iowa, with special radio 
receivers, amplifiers and relays for con- 
verting the radio signals flashed from 
the Ohio into such form that they oper- 
ated the electrical devices controlling the 
Iowa's main engines and steering gear. 

The twenty planes engaged in the 
search-and-bomb . problem against the 
Iowa lost no time finding her location 
after contact had first been established 
by two army dirigibles that began oper- 
ating seventy miles due east of the Vir- 
ginia Capes at the zero hour of 8 o’clock 
this morning, when the experiments be- 
gan. But when it came to hitting the 
Iowa, which was radio-controlled 
throughout and under headway for 
manoeuvring defense against the airmen, 
the land and sea planes used found it 
difficult to land their bombs on board 
the Iowa. 

The planes operated in divisions sent 
out from naval air bases established at 
Lewes, Del., near Cape Henlopen; from 
Cape Charles, Cape Henry. and Cape 
Hatteras. 

Some Planes Too Far Away. 


A few other planes operating off Cape 
Hatteras never reached the point of con- 
tact. They were too far south of the 
Virginia Capes, and all of today’s bomb- 
ing took place fifty-five miles off the 
Maryland shore, at a point~about ninety 
miles northeast of Cape Henry. But all 
the planes operating in the area north 
of the entrance to the Virginia Capes 
and several from the Hatteras detach- 
ment participated in finding and bomb- 
ing the Iowa. 

Circling again and again over the tar- 
get, sometimes in single column and 
then in triangular formation, the twénty 
planes made fifty-seven separate attacks 
on the target vessel. They dropped a 

total of eighty bombs, ranging in weight 
from 193-pound missiles carried by the 
¥-5-L seaplanes to 500-pound bombs 
used by the Martin bombers. 

The Iowa represented a theoretical 
enemy vessel seeking to elude detection 


and destruction while trying to reach 
the Chesapeake Bay.

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DE VALERA REJECTS 
CONFERENCE PLAN 


Tells Craig It Is Unacceptable in 
Present Form Because of 
_ “Implications.” 


“AGAIN URGES IRISH UNITY 


Wants Differences Settled on 
Irish Soii—Craig Declines 
Invitation to Dublin.

DUBLIN, June 29.—Sir James Craig 
has not yet received any letter from 
Eamonn de Valera. The Sinn Fein lead- 
er’s letter to the Ulster Premier was 
wrongly addressed and delivered in er- 
ror to Professor Sir James Craig, one of 
the four Unionist members of the South- 
ern Parliament returned by Dublin Uni- 
versity. 

On discovering the mistake today, de 
Valera telegraphed to the Ulster Pre- 
mier as follows: 

‘“‘Can you come to Dublin on Monday 
next at 11 A. M.? On receipt of your 
reply I will write you.’ 

To this Craig immediately telegraphed 
the following reply: 

‘‘Impossible for me to arrange any 
meeting. I have already accepted the 
Prime Minister’s invitation to the Lon- 
don conference, and in order to obviate 
misunderstanding in the press between 
my namesake in the Southern Parlia- 
ment and myself I am publishing these 
telegrams.”’ 

The following official statement was 
issued by the Dail Eireann at 6 o’clock 
this evening: 

‘““On receiving Sir James Craig’s tele- 
gram intimating he was unable to come 
to the conferencé in Dublin on Monday, 
President De Valera telegraphed: ‘ Sir— 
I greatly regret you cannot come to the 
conference here on Monday. Mr. Lloyd 
George’s proposal because of its im- 
plications is impossible of ‘acceptance in 
its present form. Irish political differ- 
ences should be adjusted and can, I be- 
lieve, he adjusted on Irish soil. But it 
is obvious that in negotiating peace with 
Great Britain the Irish delegation ought 
not to be divided, but should act as a 
unit on some common principle.’ ’’ 

It was learned tonight tHat this tele- 
gram does not mean abandonment of 
the conference in the Dublin Mansion 
House on Monday, which will be held 
in the absence of Craig. 

The reply of Sir James has occasioned 
something of a shock to moderate opin- 
ion, but in well-informed quarters it is 
not thought it will lead to a definite 
collapse. 

It is officially announced this evening 
that LordgMidleton and Andrew James- 
son have decided to meet Mr. de Valera 
in conference on Monday... Sir Robert 
Woods, M. P. for Dublin University, also 
accepted. 

Sir Maurice Dockrell has sent the fol- 
lowing message: 

‘*T accept your invitation. Will gladly 
assist in any effort to bring peace to 
our beloved country. 

The Dail Eireann says that the state- 
ment that de Valera visited and con- 
ferred with Arthur Griffith in Mountjoy 
Prison is untrue, as no such indignity 
wculd be offered to Griffith by the 
President as to seek a conference with 
him within the walls of a _ British 
prison.

NAVY BILL PASSES TODAY 


Its Enactment Into Law Before 
July’1 Will Avert Financial 
Embarrassment to Service.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—President 
Harding made ‘an appeal ‘to Congress to- 
day for an expression of opinion favor- 
able to the limitation of armaments 
through international agreement. 

‘“*T am vastly more concerned with the 
favorable attitude of the Congress on 
this question than I am as to the form 
of expressing that attitude,’’ the Presi- 
dent wrote in his letter to House Re- 
publican Leader Mondell, which is of 
date June 25. 

Shortly after that letter had been read 
to the House today the favorable ex- 
pression of opinion on limitation of 
armaments desired by the President was 
given almost unanimously and amid 
rounds of cheers and applause. 

It came on the adoption of the Borah 
smendment to the Naval Appropriation 
bill, opposition to which had. been 
brushed aside in a wave of’ enthusiastic 
support of the genersl principle in- 
volved. The vote was 330 to 4, Those 
opposing were Carew, New York ; 
O’Brien, New Jersey; Campbell, Penn- 
sylvania, and Moores, Indiana. 

Text of the Borah Amendment. 


The Borah amendment provides: 

‘That the President is authorized and 
requested to invite the Governments of 
Great Britain and Japan to send re 
sentatives to a conference which shal Be 
charged with the duty of promptly en- 
tering into an understanding or agree- 
ment by which the naval expenditures 
and building programs of said Govern- 
ments—the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan—shall be reduced annually 
during the next five years to such an 
extent and upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon, which understanding or 
agreement is to be reported to the re- 
spective Governments for approval.” 

There was opposition to this amend- 
ment by House leaders on the ground 
that it was restricted in applying only to 
navies and to agreements by the United 
States with Great Britain and Japan, 
The House Foreign Affairs Committee } 
had presented a sub-disarmament reso- 
lution expressing the concurrence of 
Congress in the President’s declared pur- 
pose to call an international conference 
to consider the limitation of armaments 
and with his announcement that this 
nation was ready to co-operate. 

The attitude of indifference of the 
President as to the form given to the 
expression of Congress’s approval. of 
limitation of armaments and a confer- 
ence for that purpose determined the 
House leaders to abandon their opposi- 
tion to the Borah amendment and accept 
it. Mr. Mondell made the explanation 
of the position of the House on the mat- 
‘ter after having the letter from the 
President read. 

This letter is as follows: 

‘“* The White House, 
‘“‘Washington, June 295. 

‘“‘My Dear Mr. Mondell: There has 
come to my attention the questions in 
disagreement between the two houses of 
Congress on the Naval bill, and I un- 
derstand they are in process of adjust- 
ment, but that some difficulty has been 
experienced in arriving at a satisfac- 
tory arrangement as to the language to 
be used in expressing the favorable at- 
titude of the Congress toward efforts to 
secure international agreements for the 
limitation of armaments. 

‘*A number of members of Congress 
have been good enough to inquire as to 
the form of expression on the part of 
Congréss which might seem most ad- 
visable from an administrative view- 
point. 

‘“‘I have said to inquirers, as I am 
now pleased to say to you, that it is 
not of particuler concern to the Admin- 
istration what form the expression of 
Congress shall take, though it is most 
agreeable that Congress shall express 
itself in favor of securing, if possible, 
an international agreement upon a pro- 
gram for the limitation of armaments. 
\ ‘*I think it has been pretty well un- 
derstood that the administrative branch 
of the Government has already been 
seeking information with regard to the 
attitude of foreign nations on the gen- 
eral subject of disarmament. These in- 
quiries and negotiations will be contin- 
ued and ‘the time and manner in which 
the matter may be formally presented to 
foreign Governments can only be deter- 
mined after the fuller development of 
inquiries already initiated. 

‘“‘It is wholly desirable to have the 
expression of a favorable opinion on the 
part of Congress relating to this world 
question, and it would seem to me 
ample if it should be expressed in the 
broadest and most general terms. 

“IT am vastly more concerned with 
the favorable attitude of the Congress 
on this question than I am to the form 
of expressing that attitude.

PARIS, June 20..Whether or not they 
are water drinkers by conviction, Amer- 
icans Who come to Paris this Summer 
should not indulge exceBsively in the 
brand which is at present being supplied 
to this city eut of the household tap. 

Beer, or even wine, it may be found, 
rfiay be less (dangerous, and broken 
principles may prevent a bout with fever. 

So far the watér has not, according to 
experts, become actively dangerous, but 
that it may do so if thé drought eon- 
tinues is thelr constant fear. 

In any case, it has become almost un- 
palatably hot and ‘‘ chémicalized,’” as a 
Gisinfectant has to be used now in most 
filter stations, owing to the need that 
has arisen of drawing on thé Seine and 
Marne Rivers for suppiles to make good 
other sources whi are giving out. 

Water from all available sources is 
only just sufficiént for the ys howd, 
and if aky accident or continued drough 
should occur, the shortage would - 
onee become serious, in spite of all re- 
strictions which are being enforced. 

During the last two weeks Paris and 
many parts of the country have been 
repeatedly tantalized by the appearance 
of rain clouds and the fall of few drops 
of rain, but ho beneficial rain has fal- 
len for over six weeks, and the country, 
which was already parched at the end 
of the Winter, is now in almost a desert 
state. 

The harvest, according to reports from 
the country, is aia seriously endan- 
gered, and the task of keeping market

three to five miles astern the Iowa, had 
the Iowa.under complete control by 
means of specially fitted radio control 
apparatus; no person being aboard the 
lowa while the bombs were being 
dropped 


Manoeuvring Bothers Airmen. 


The manoeuvring of the Iowa by radio 
control is what handicapped the airmen, 


for -other conditions of the test were 
favorable for a good score of hits. 

Throughout the period of dttack the 
Iowa was steaming at about four and 
one-half knots speed. When the test 
began at 8 o'clock the Iowa was ig ree A 
fifty-five miles off Chincoteague Beac 
-on the Maryland coast. That was ninety 
miles in an air line from Cape Henry 
and eighty-five .miles southeast of Cape 
Henlopen. The Iowa’s position was 37 
degrees 31 minutes north latitude and 
74 degrees 17 minutes west longitude. 

The Iowa moved at a snail’s pace from 
this point northwestward only about 
four miles, trying to hold her position 
until sighted by the defending aircraft. 

Four army dirigibles sent out from 
Capes Henry and Charles in time to 
reach the Shawmut, flagship of the air 
force, which was stationed seventy miles 
due east of Cape Charles, were scouting 
north and south, skinning their eyes for 
the Iowa and attendant units, long be- 
fore any of the scouting planes and 
bombers reached the target area. Two 
of these Dirigibles, the C 2 and’D 3, 
traveled southward from the Shawmut 
toward points at sea toward Cape 
Henry, which were the goal of fanshape 
formations of planes sent out from Capes 
Henry and Hatteras. The other dirig- 
ibles, the D 2 and D 4, under orders to 
move northward from the Shawmut, ’ 
were to work hand-in-hand with divi- 
sions of scouting and bombing planes 
sent eastward from Cape’ Charles and 
southward from Cape Henlopen. 

When zero hour was sprung at & 
o’clock, the Iowa and the nine other 
units traveling with her were drifting 
lazily towards the northwest for ap- 
proximately two hours before contact 
was established oy ae defense. At 
9:57 o'clock dirigible was sighted 
toward the south by tne battieship 
Nevada, and almost simultaneously the 
D 4 was seen above the horizon in the 
same general direction. 

At that time the naval force with the 
Iowa consisted of only nine other naval 
vessels. Two destroyers about five 
miles ahead of the target ship, acted 
as outriders to warn merchant craft of 
danger. The mine sweepers Rail and 
Vireo flanked the Iowa on either side, 
distance 600 yards, and the mine sweep- 
er Quail was the same distance astern. 

About 1,500 yards back was the flag- 
ship Pennsylvania, with. Vice Admiral 
Jones, in command of the operations. 
|Abreast the Pennsylvania traveled the 

ansport Henderson, with her decks 
crowded .with officers, Congressional, 
embassy and press_ representatives. 
Astern of the Iowa five miles rode the 
battleship Ohio, which operated the tar- 
get ship by radio; the destroyer Barney, 
which carried Captain Luke McNamee 
and his board of official observers, and 
the dreadnought Nevada. 

All. radio apparatus on these units 
was sealed against sending any mes- 
sages. This would have disclosed the 
position of the ‘‘enemy’’ ship to the 
American naval fliers and interfered 
with the operation and steering of the 
Iowa by radio. But any of these ships 
could receive radio telephone or tele- 
graph messages, and their operators 
were listening in for the first word 
from any. of the aircraft scouts. 

After the drigibles _D-2 and D-4 had 
come within sight, Commander P. A. 
Bellinger, who piloted one of the NC 
planes in > avy’s transatlantic flight, 
and 8 pe orace Hickham went into 
the radio. room of the Henderson and 
listened in on the D-2, which was send- 
ing out radio messages, at 10:10 o'clock 
trying to notify the air flagship Shaw- 
mut, many miles south, that contact had 
been established with the Iowa. 

Some difficulty was experienced by the 
D-2 establishing radio telephone conver- 
sation with the. Shawmut, but the D-2's 
broadcast flashing of news reached the 
588 nearest divisions. of 'F-5-L planes sent

of the Iowa was 74 degrees 35 minutes 
west longitude and 37 degrees 39 minutes 
north latitude. She was then forty 
miles from the Maryland shore, but still 
ninety miles northeast of Cape Henry, 
‘having- followed a general northwest- 
ward direction while under attack. 

The Iowa had traveled only fifteen 
miles in an air line since 8 o’clock in the 
morning, but her zigzagging, during 
which she changed her heading in the 
southwest quadrant of the compass from 
180 to 260 degrees, back and forth, took 
her over considerably more sea distance. 
All this’: manoeuvring was under perfect 
radio control. 

All planes making the attack had to 
steer a course across the beam of the 
Iowa, approaching the stern of the tar- 
ig from astern, on the starboard side, 
n_order to head into the wind. 

They were unable to obtain the ad- 
vantage of the full 362 feet length of 
the Iowa as a target by approaching 
from directly astern, because the wind 
was north and the nose of the Iowa 
northwest. 


Army Planes Keep. Ont. 


No army bombers participated in the 
bombing attack on the Iowa. They were 
free to do so if they wished, and had 
made plans toward that end, but almost 
at the eleventh hour the army decided 
to drop: out of the test so far as send- 
ing land planes far out from shore was 
concerned. This was because the army 
had -been having such an unfortunate 

string of air accidents lately, and those 

charge of the army end of the ex- 
periments did not care to risk the loss 
of more planes or lives of men who 
might ke forced to land at sea with 
planes not equipped with pontoons that 
would. keep them afloat. 

The navy took that risk today, and 
uséd both land and sea planes. Ten of 
them were big Martin bombers and De 
Havilands, which did not leave their 
Hampton Roads base until after word 


contact had been established. There 
were five Martins in one formation 
manned by navy aviators, and five De 
Havilands in a second division, manned 
by marine officers from Quantico. Both 
these are land types of planes. 

It was almost three hours after the 
first dirigible established contact with 
the Iowa that these big land planes ar- 
rived in sight of the lowa at exactly 1 
o'clock. 

The F-5-L’s and NC’s, which are sea- 
planes, had completed their attacks and 
bells were ringing for luncheon on the 
transport when the pretty formations of 
Martins and De Havilands were sighted. 
A division of F-5-L’s from Cape Henry 
arrived about the same time, so that 
during the last forty-five minutes of the 
attack there were fifteen planes hover- 
ing around the Iowa at once. 

The big land planes waited until this 
final division of seaplanes had finished 
before launching their attack. The ten 
Martins and De Havilands first swung 
over the Iowa at over 5,000 feet eleva- 
tion, to study conditions, before swoop- 
ing around for their subsequent di- 
visional attacks. They traveled higher 
than the seaplanes, all of which attacked 
from 4,000 feet elevation. 


Army Officers Observe Attack. 


While the army did not participate in 


bombing attacks on the Iowa, army offi- 
cers were present in the two pittape 
hovering astern of the target while the 
bombing was in progress, and army offi- 
cers were on duty in non-bombing 
planes taking motion and still pictures 
of the aerial assaults. 

The army, however, will take part in 
the attacks in July on the ex-German 
destroyers, cruiser and dreadnought, but 
these attacks will be against anchored 
warships, and, while loaded bombs will 
be used in an attempt to destroy the 
cruiser Frankfort and dreadnougtt Ost- 
friesland—dummy bombs only were used 
today—conditions will then be so differ- 
ent that no difficulty will be experi- 
enced in making direct hits either on 
the Frankfort or on the Ostfriesland, 
which was one of the modern German 
battleships and more than twice the 
size of the old Iowa, once the flagship 
of Admirals Sampson and Evans, ‘and 
the largest in the American Navy at 
the Battle of Santiago. 

Just as naval experts predicted that 
the best aviators would find it difficult 
to score direct hits on the Iowa before 
today’s attack, they now predict that 
the armored deck of the Ostfriesland 
will furnish such protection that she 
cannot be sunk by bombs. in the July 
tests. Naval officers aboard the Hen- 
derson recalled that the Ostfriesland 
once struck a mine during the war and 
kept steaming and ot back home, 
while a bomb dropped on the ‘British 
battleship Mariborough failed to pene- 
trate armor and, ee uninjured, she 
steamed safely to por 

While the Getirtontarster will offer a 
larger target than the 367-foot Iowa, 
the ex-German battleship will npt be 
manoeuvred. She is not fitted with 
special radio-control equipment, like the 
Iowa, and will be anchored as a sta- 
tionary target. 

Failure to make easy hits on the Iowa 
is attributed to the.manoeuvring of the 
target. Otherwise the nav ombers 
hai everything in their favor—good 
weather, ample visibility, ideal wind 
conditions, a smooth sea and slower 
speed for the Iowa than she could have 
made without violating the rules of the 
contest. While she was allowed to make’ 
ten knots an hour, she steamed an 
average of only a little over four knots 
an hour. 

While the Iowa is less than half the 
size of modérn dreadnoughts, navy of- 
ficers present say the latter would. be 
even harder to hit because they. would

Bombing First Postponed. 


The bombing of the Iowa was post- 
poned a day on account of adverse 
weather conditions at sea. 

During all day yesterday the Pennsyl- 
vania, Henderson and other craft, after 
picking up the Iowa and Ohio, steamed 
very slowly due southwest. and then 
doubled around. in a.southwestern circle 


to the point 55 miles off the Maryland 
coast where the ten units were lying at 
8 o’clock this morning. 

As early as 5:30 this morning ‘the air 
officers on the Shawmut, 70 miles east 
of Cape Charles, who did not know the 
position of the Iowa, sent word shore- 
ward for the army blimps to proceed 
seaward, as weather conditions would 
make the postponed test possible today. 

The noses of all the vessels around the 
Iowa pointed northwest ‘when ~ they 
started shoreward at*8 0’clock. this 
morning and the ten ships maintainéd 
their same relative formation while zig- 
zagging slowly shoreward during the at- 
tacks. 

After sighting the Iowa at 10:10 
o’clock, the D-2 was flying over the tar- 
get three minutes later. Both from that 
time on hung around astern of the lowa, 
but out of the path of the planes, which 
were due to come into sight any mo- 
ment in response to the D-2’s broadcast 
notification by radio that contact jhad 
been establiished with the ‘‘ enemy.’ 

At 10:51 the first plane was sighted. 
It was a seaplane, one of the F-5-L’s 
belonging to the Cape Henlopen division. 

The blimps, after sighting the Iowa, 
had to estimate her location by dead 
reckoning, and signaled the Shawmut 
and neighboring planes that the Iowa 
was in ‘‘ Square 380’’ on the navy’s 
squared chart of the Atlantic. As a 
matter of fact, the Iowa was on the 
boundary line between Squares 17 and 
, about fifteen miles northwest of 
‘‘ Square 30,’’ and the first broadcast 
notification of contact was misleading 
by fifteen miles. But the location was 
near enough for fast-travelines planes to 
correct the error and find the Iowa. 

After the D-2 first began signaling the 
Shawmut the latter broadcasted the 
news of contact to all planes at sea and 
to the bombérs held in reserve back at 
shore bases at Yorktown, Hampton 
Roads and the Capes. 


First Plane Sighted. 


Within a ‘very short time the first 
plane was sighted coming down on the 
Iowa from the north at 10:51, and at 
11:05 a second plane arrived around the 
target. The third plane of this division 
came up and by 11:21 the trio were cir- 
cling over the Iowa, studying con- 
ditions. 

They lost no time in dropping the first 
bomb at 11:23. It fell two ship’s lengths 
astern of the Iowa, which had already 
begun zigzagging. The second bomb fell 
at 11:29, about 100 feet ahead of the 
Iowa; the third, at 11:33, fell in the 
water opposite the lowa’s starboard side. 
Icach of these planes had four 163-pound 
bombs. They kept circling around, at- 
tacking the target in regular turn every 
few minutes. 

By 11:25 the first three planes from 
Cape Henlopen were’ joined by two 
others from the direction of Cape 
Charles, .also F-5-L’s. This put five 
planes in the buzzard-likebyplay over 
the target, with a sixth plane coming 
up at 11:40 o’clock. 

The two divisions continued their at- 
tack, each dropping a bomb at a time, 
until 11:44 o’clock, when the first divi- 
sion of planes, having released all its 
bombs, soared off toward its Cape 
Henlopen base. 

The bombing was remarkably good, 
but not good endugh to hit the lowa 
when she was in motion. First one 
bomb would drop just ahead of the 
bow, then one~a ship’s length astern 
and others in’ the’ water close to the

Two more F-5-L planes were hovering 
over the Iowa by noon and engaged in 
the attack. 

All the F-5-L’s and NC’s had wound 
up their maneouvres by 1 o’clock, when 
the seventh division of five Martin 
bombers and the eighth ‘division of as 
many De Havilands came along with 
crews of marine bombers from Quantico, 
Va., temporarily based on Yorktown, 
from which base ‘they flew out to sea 
as soon as the news had been radioed 
in that the Iowa had been enmnted by 
two dirigibles. 


Hurrying the News Ashore. 


After the bombing, the transport Hen- 
derson started for Virginia Capes en 
route to Washington with the foreign 
air attachés, members of Congress, 
newspaper representatives and other

Counterfelts So Cleverly Made They 
' Searcely Can~Be Told From 
the Genuine. 


Coincident with further revelations of 
the sale of bogus tickets to the Demp- 
sey-Carpentier fight, cut-rate tickets 
were announced yesterday by yp few 
agencies and speculators. ‘ Both develop- 
ments aroused great interest among 
fight fans. Those who hed purchased 
the pasteboards during the_day were 
scrutinizing them for defects and those 
who had not were wondering if it 
wouldn’t be better to, wait until tomor- 
row before buying in the hope that 
further cuts would be in evidence. 

A story in the morning papers of 
Tuesday regarding the appearance of 
counterfeit $50 tickets in the Wall Street 
district caused Frank McGovern, mana- 
er of the office of Harriman & Co., 
ankers and brokers, 11 Broadway, to 
become suspicious when he was ap- 
proached with an offer to obtain three 
$60 tickets for $70. Although not 
eoeaticning thé rama, Par of the man 
who had them, Mr. cGovern thought 
it would be better to find out officially 
if the pasteboards were legitimate and 
merely took an option on them. 

He got into touch with Inspector 
Coughlin, who assigned Detectives Au- 
gust Mayer and George Brown to in- 
vestigate. The detectives took the tickets 
to promoter Tex Ritkard, who pro- 
nounced them forgeries, saying that the 
numbers were duplicates of tickets is- 
sued to. Governor Edwards of New Jer- 
sey and the latter’s staff. 

W. G. Vandervoort, a dealer in invest- 
ment securities at. 67 Exchange Place, 
named by Mr. McGovern as the man 
who had offered the tickets, 
he had obtained them from Samuel 
Neuworth .of 315 West 118th Street, 
connected with King & Co., dealers in 
hosiery at 141 Fifth Avenue. Mr. Neu- 
worth, -when questioned, explained that 
he had bought them from,a man on 
upper Broadway. 

Mr. Vandervoort and Mr. Neuworth 
went to Police Headquarters, where 
they were questioned by Inspector 
Coughlin. They : agreed to go to the 
Criminal Court Building, where they 
were interrogated by Assistant District 
Attorney William A. McQuaid. Neither 
was suspected of having knowledge of 
the character of the tickets, and it was 
explained that the purpose of Mr. Mc- 

uaid’s inquiry was to find out,. if pos- 
sible, the identity of the man who had 
put them in circulation. 

According to the detectives on this 
case, while they were crank with 
Mr. Rickard at Madison Square Garden 
@ man came in with six $50 tickets, the 
genuineness of which he was beginning 
to doubt: Mr. Rickard said they also 
were counterfeits. The man gave the 
name of an agency as the place he had 

urchased the tickets, which the detec- 
ves did not make public. They com- 
municated with Captain Willemse of the 
East Twenty-second Street Station, re- 
questing him to seek out the agency and 
confiscate its supply of tickets. Whether 
there were any further developments 
could not be learned last night. 

Mr. ‘Rickard’s representatives ex- 
plained that the bogus tickets being 

eddled in the Wall Street district were 
overly counterfeited. Detection was 
easy, they explained, by feeling’ the 
backs, which were smooth and glossy, 
whereas the legitimate tickets were 
rough: But for this it would be almost 
impossible to note the difference. 

The police having learned that fight 
tickets were being raffled on punch 
boards last night began an investiga- 
tion to determine if these lottery awards 
were forgeries. They were told_ that 
men taking lottery boards from place 
to place received a $10 ticket for their 
work, while a ticket of similar price 
went to the winner as a prize. It was 

inted out that if every chance on the 

oard was sold there would only be a 
profit of 50 cents. 

It was said at Police Headquarters 
that the city had -been literally flooded 
with spurious tickets and that there 
were almost as many bogus pasteboards 
in circulation as genuine. 
had been warned by the engravers, it 
was learned, not to issue any of the 

enuine until a week before the fight.

The Labor Board extends the rules

In the decision of the railway and 
transport unions to stay out the lead- 
ing factor was the certainty that chere 
would be a repetition of the movement 
which broke the railway strike of two 
years ago. Once more the nation set 
about. organizing itself to protect a 
national utility from the domination of:

GERMANY’S BLUNDER IN 1914. 

In‘ the latest numberof the Revue 
de France, M. Jutes CamBon, French 
Ambassador in Berlin in 1914, gives 
an account of his diplomatic activities 
during the week before the “outbreak 
of the war. The most significant pas- 
sage is his report of a” conversation 
with the German Foreign Minister, 
von Jacow. After some formal and 
official business had been got through, 
CaMBON asked him if he might speak 
‘“‘as man to man.” The German as- 


sented, and the Frenchman $s said: 


** Let: me-tell you. that what you are 
‘‘ undertaking is folly. You will gain 
** nothing and risk losing much. I as- 
‘* sure you that England cannot keep 
‘* out of..the conflict, and will be on 
‘‘ our-side. You will find‘ yourselves 
‘‘ alone against all Europe, having as 
‘‘ an ally only one decayed empire.” 

At this von Jacow only smiled in- 
credulously and.a bit disdainfully. His 
reply was: ‘‘ You have your informa- 
‘* tion, we have ours. We are abso- 
‘‘lutely certain. of the neutrality of 
** Engiand.’’ On leaving CAMBON went 
direct to the British Ambassador in 
Berlin and told him of the interview. 
Sir Enpwarp GoscHEN made only this 
comments ‘‘ As regards the attitude 
‘*of my country I think exactly as 

“you do. : eapadiaarete de I'am not 
“ authorized to say so.’ 

In all this there is nothing particu- 
larly new except the details. They 
simply. show, as all the previous evi- 
dence brought to light has shown, 
how badly the German Government 
was served in the great crisis by her 
boasted intelligence department and 
infallible diplomats. 








COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION.

Professor SEIGNOBOs bade his pupils 
remember that ‘‘ the greatest achieve- 
‘*ments of our race have not been the 
** display of physical but of mental 
power.”’ And then he took up 
Henry IV., in whom physical power 
abounded so much that he dearly loved 
a fight, if he could be in its The pro- 
fessor thrilled his auditors, no doubt, 
with a ‘‘ word picture”’ of the battle 
of Ivry, in which HENRY ‘‘ knocked 
out’’ the Leaguers. The King’s forces 
were numerically inferior, but “ My 
friends,’’ cried he, ‘‘ keep your ranks 
‘im good order; if you lose your en-

The poet with 
his’ frenzy and the artist with his 
colors have celebrated HENRY’s in- 
spiring bravery at Ivry, a... have paid 
no attention to his discussions‘ about 
the budget with SuLLr in the council 
chamber. 

Henry IV. comes own to us as a 
King not greatly intellectual, although 
of brilliant parts, knowing a little of 
many things, nothing profoundly; 
democratic in. -his feelings, although 
dignified on occasions of state; easy in 
his morals, indeed gross; a lover as 
well as a fighter; so fond of sports 
that if there could be communication 
with him in the spirit on Saturday 


afternoon he would desire to know 


who had won at Jersey City. It is in 
vain for Professor SEIGNoBos to essay 
to divert the minds of his charges 
from the ‘‘trivial encounter’’ in 
America.

LADY ‘RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. 

Though fate tried to conceal her by 
having her born in Brooklyn, and 
most of her life was spent abroad, as 


.}@ member of a variously vivid and 


briliant family and of that more 
homogeneous Manhattan of fifty years 
ago, perhaps not quite that Age of 
Innocence which Mrs. WHARTON calls 
it, “‘ JENNIE ” JEROME remained, 1n all 
her absences and social triumphs, ‘and 
even her maturer matrimonial ad- 
ventures, a figure of this town, 
watched with interest through her 
long, restless career. The Manhattan 
Club house, once her father’s home, 
is a memorial of the days when Madi- 
son Square and University Place were 
lined with what were then thought, 
and still seem to the eye of memory,: 
spacious and dignified houses. She 
was brought up in an atmosphere of 
gayety, wit, social charm. She 
learned Italian as a child in Italy. 
She was in Paris in the last splendors, 
such as they were, of the Second Em- 
pire. Her beauty, wit, gift of con- 
versation, early marked her out as a 
personage capable of becoming grande 
dame. 

In 1874, when she married Lord 
RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, the Daisy Miller 
legend seems’ to have been generally 
accepted abroad. Daisy was the art- 
less American female type. That 
legend has long been dissipated. There 
was nothing mercenary about this 
internationa) marriage. The lady 
brought a very meagre dower. Lord 
RaNpouPH, the future leader of that 
delicious little Fourth Party, every 
member of which got office, and 
champion of that ‘* Tory democracy " 
which he had inherited or . borrowed 
as a phrase from DISRAELI, was the 
undistinguished third son of a Duke; 
and some Dukes could even then be 
described as’belonging to a ‘* poor but 
honest class’’ Rosesery’s definition 
of all Dukedom a generation later. 
Lady RANDOLPH’sS quick intelligence, 
adaptability, tact and art of pleasing 
must have been of great service to 
her husband. She knew how to win 
crabbed electors. She was constantly 
making friends. In time she came. to 
be a great political lady, such as one 
reads about in English political novels, 
but possessed of more vivacity, elas- 
ticity and ‘‘ go.’’, How Lord Ran- 
DOLPH threw the cup of succéss away 
in a moment of petulance and faded 
at last into a-melancholy decay, we 
all know. In her eldest son, WINSTON, 
Lady RANDOLPH had more than com- 
pensation for her husband’s failure. 
She helped him in his political be- 
ginnings. It seems impossible to keep 
him out of high office long. Possibly 
instability and  untrustworthiness, 
qualities that might once have been 
thought obstacles to the attainment 
of the greatest political posts, are 
positive helps, as Mr. Lioryp Gérorcs 
has found them. 

Lady RANDOLPH’s experiments in 
literature are well forgotten, though 
The Anglo-Saxon Review. had its hour 
of conspicuity and considerable merit. 
Her main artistry was social. For

NEXT WINTER'S COAL. 


Secretary Hoover and Interstate 
Commissioner CLaRK (warn consumers 
of coal to stock up while they can,or 
carry their own risks of shortage and 
higher costs. That is cold comfort for 
hot days, but it is the situation as it 
stands, and long has been evident. 
Coal could have been bought cheaper 
@ month ago, and will probably cost 
a little more in succeeding months. 
There is a chance that it may cost a 
great deal more if the official advice 
is rejected, and there should be a buy- 
ers’ panic during a Winter storm and 
interruption of stpplies. The coal 
companies cannot mine coal for stor- 
age. It ties up wage money too fast, 


and the storage problem which is small‘ 


for individual consumers is usmanage- 
able on a great scale. 

It is a curious situation. Apthra- 
cite has been produced more abun- 
dantly than last year, and some small 
operators are selling above the official 
price of the large producers. Bitumi- 


‘nous has been underproduced com- 


pared with recent years, and buyers 
are indifferent. They see that there 
are plenty of cars and plenty of coal, 
in fact too much coal for profit by 
high cost producers, who are idle. 


They fail to consider that, neverthe- 


less, a season’s supply cannot be mined 
and carried in a month or two, and 
that belated buyers will have to pay 
what the market asks and this year 
will get no sympathy. They are gam- 
bling on the chance that if they make 
enough trouble Government interven- 
tion in some way will lower costs and 
prices. Experience has shown that 
Government intervention is of doubt- 
ful benefit, and if beneficial is too 
slow to cheapen this year’s supply.

Vindicated. vivisectionists, 
ever was written appears in the July 
issue of The Woman’s Home Companion. 
The author of it, ExNesT Haro_pD BAYNss, 
says of himself that ‘ all my life I have 
been a lover of animals and my work 
has been chiefly along the line of car- 
ing for our dumb brothers and safe- 
guarding their interests.’’ For that rea- 
son, when the “literature’’ issued in 
auch great quantities and circulated so 
widely by the anti-vivisectionists came 
to his attention, he felt compelled care- 
fully to investigate the whole subject; 
for if even a small part of what the 
opponents of vivisection said was true, 
he was. with them heart and soul. 

He began, properly, by looking up the 
medical authorities they quote as con- 
demning animal experimentation as 
cruel and useless. At once he made 
startling discoveries. Many of the men 
cited as doctors had degrees in some- 
thing else than medicine; many, many 
more of them, though real’ doctors in 
theif day, lived and died before anesthet- 
ice. were known and’ knew’ nothing of 
modern surgery as applied to either 
human beings or animals. These are 
facts the anti-vivisectionists never men- 
tion in their appeals. 

Two distinguished and modern names 
Mr. Barnes did find in the anti-vivisec- 
tion lists—those of R. Lawson Tait and 
Sir Freperick Treves. Dr. Tait did write 
for a while against vivisection ; later he 
changed his mind and commended it. 
His recantation is ignored in anti-vivi- 
section literature. Sir Frepekick TREvEs 
never condemned vivisection; he ac- 
knowledged that it had’ not helped him 
fn the elucidation of one medical prob- 
lem, and protested in print when this 
acknowledgment was used to prove him 
against the whole practice, which he 
emphatically never was.

Where Are the Camp Stools? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Does the Hylan Administration, which 
protests such consideration for the pleasure 
and welfare of the peepul, intend to deprive 
those seeking relief from the heat of more 
than half the benefit of the ferry ride to 
Staten Island? In past Summers this has 
been one of the most refreshing excursions 
available to those who do not possess their 
own bdats and automobiles, but now its 
delights are only for the few who, by luck, 
speed or brute force, are able to obtain 
advantageous seats on the boats. For the 
camp stools, which formerly were supplied 
to passengers and could be moved about 
the deck to windward positions, have been 
hidden away somewhere, or sold to the 
highest bidder.

Instead, benches have been 
built along the outer rails, and people are 
hpacked- on them as uncomfortably as in 
the privately owned street cars and subway 
trains *which, according to the, Mayor, are 
run in the interests of a soulless corpora- 
tion.

Mission Finishes Its Work in 
Luzon Provinces. 


MANILA, P. I., June 29.—The Wood- 
Forbes mission returned to Manila yes- 
terday after a two weeks’ visit to 
Southern Luzon and adjacent islands, 
where more than a hundred public meet- 
ings were held at which all ‘classes of 
citizens were invited’ to express their 


views and to present complaints. Virtu- 
ally all speakers advocated independence 
in. some form, but many believed the 
United States should establish a pro- 
tectorate over the islands if independ- 
ence were granted.

Her Activities and Influence. 


Lady Randolph Churchill’s activities 
and influence in her later years were 
social rather than political. Her first 
husband often paid her the compliment 


of saying that he owed more to his wife 
than to any natural talent of his own. 
She was understood to have inspired 
Lord Randolph to undertake the daring 
project of opposing John Bright at the 
general election of 1885. She was one 
of the earliest members of the Primrose 
League, the ‘‘ True Blue ’”’ Conservative 
association which at one period played 
a considerable réle in fusing social and 
political influences,: but in these later 
years has lapsed into what Liberals 
have called innocuous desuetude. 

Her literary ventures were not bril- 
liantly successful from a financial point 
of view.. She was not abundantly sup- 
plied with this world’s goods and she 
was said to have lost a considerable 
sum in the publication of the Anglo- 
Saxon Review, which came out as the 
most sumptuous magazine of its day, 
but. suffered many reverses in its found- 
er's efforts to make it the patrician 
organ par excellence. She wrote two 
plays which were produced in June, 
1914, and were forgotten in the world 
upheaval which began soon after. 


Jennie Jerome’s Royal Marriage. 


Jennie Jerome’s marriage to Lorg Ran- 
dolph Churchill in 1874 was the first of 
those brilliant unions between American 
“ first families ’’ and the British nobility 
which have done so much to knit to- 
gether the social fabric of the two na- 
tions. A cousin of ex-District Attorney 
William Travers Jerome, she was one 
of the three daughters of Leonard Je- 
rome, one of the famous New Yorkers 
of his day, who left behind him not only 
wealth as it then was conceived, but a 
reputation as financier, patriot and. cit- 
izen of the world. He was conspicuous 
in the yachting of his time, the founder 
of Jerome Park and of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club. 

Jennie, who was destined to play 
a brilliant and, almost unchallenged, 
a prominent and influential part in Lon- 
don court and political life for a gen- 
eration, was born in Brooklyn sixty- 
seven or more years ago. She was 
reared in Italy and as a young girl 
stepped at once into a place in the hearts 
of the beaux and gallants of old Man- 
hattan town. Her father’s was an old 
Huguenot family. Her mother, Augusta 
Murray of Palmyra, N. Y., came of good 
English stock. Her own position was a 
composite of hereditary station, beauty 
featured by a coiled mass of dusky hair, 
social grace, sparkling wit, vivacity, 
sygnpethy and immeasurable ener 

Her father became Consul at jeste, 
France, in President Fillmore’s Admin- 
istration and thereafter the family lived 
much abroad. 

It was at Compiegne that Miss Jerome, 
already a star in the American sdcial 
firmanent, though she dazzled there but 
intermittently, was presented to the 
nce and Princess of Wales. She 
charmed them as she charmed many 
royal personages thereafter. She had 
cume as the guest of Napoleon III., who 
was celebrating the tenth birthday of 
the. Imperial Prince. Napoleon, too, be- 
came her friend. 


Presented by Prince of Wales. 


It was the Prince of Wales who, on 
the royal yacht, presented her to Lord 
Randolph_Churchill. He was captivated 
at once, and the girl liked him and 
warmed to his quick and openly avowed 
admiration, But Mrs. Jerome saw in 
the suitor only a younger son destined 
to no great position and sought to dis- 
courage the match. Churchill persisted 
—and won. He was the second son of 
the seventh Duke of Marlborough. After 
his marriage he became one of the most 
influential we iticlans of his time. The

Washington Counts on English Op- 
_ position to Expense of Main- 
taining the Mandate.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The next 
meeting of the Supreme Council will 
probably -take definite action on at least 
two questions in which the United 
States has a direct interest, according to 
information received here today. That 
the problem of the mandate over the 
island of Yap would probably receive 
consideration has been evident for sev- 
eral months, but it now appears ex- 
tremely likely that a solution of the 
long-pending Mesopotamian question will 
also bé sought when the allied Premiers 
come together the latter part of this 


week or early next week. 

Other questfons certain to receive con- 
sideration are the Silesian boundary 
dispute and_ the of dis- 
armament. 

As matters now stand, the conference 
is scheduled for July 1, but it is barely 
possible that the date will be post- 
poned. 

Ambassador Harvey will represent 
President Harding at the meeting and 
will have full authority to present the 
President’s views on matters in which 
the United States is deemed to have 
a direct interest. He will ‘act merely as 
an observer in the discussions of such 
problems as the Silesian boundary diffi- 
culty, it being the policy of this Gov- 
ernment to leave them to the decision 
of the Buropean powers. . 

From a practical point of view, the 
interest of the United States in the 
Mesopotamian mandate is scarcely see- 
ondary to its interest in that for the 
Island of Yap. Secreta Hughes is 
squarely on record as favoring the policy 
ot equal opportunity to the nationals o 
all countries in the exploitation of_the 
natural resources of the world, and he 
did not hesitate to impress aa view 
upon the Dutch Government in e 
Djambi oil fields controversy, despite 
the fact that the United States had no 
particular legal claim to the right of 
participation.

“‘There has always been an open door 
in America for those who have soought 
to establish themselves commercially 
among us,’”’ he said. ‘‘ Foreigners have 
never been restricted by legislation from 
which our citizens were free.

{ations which will give him advantage 
over competitors in‘ the foreign field. 

Noting that England has long _main- 
tained the open door in the British 
Isles, Mr. Bedford added: ‘‘ Foreign 
banks and foreign merchants have had 
unlimited opportunities to do business 
here—your ports have been open to the 
ships of the world.” 

Mr. Bedford expressed the desire on 
the part of America to co-operate in 
commerce, saying that ‘‘ the sentiments 
of good will and the desire to co-oper- 
ate, which we here express, are shared 
by all the members of the present Ad- 
ministration at Washington. 

He urged international faith and con- 
fidence, emphasizing. the necessity of 
reverting to ‘‘ old-fashioned principles.

MORE TROUBLE IS EXPECTED 


Poles’ Suspected of Hiding. Their 
Arms In Order to Strike In 
New. Insurrection.

OPPELN, June 29.—It is moving. day 
in Upper Silesia. The Polish insurgents 
and German irregulars are retiring, The 
Poles ‘are reported to be carrying off 
souvenirs, particularly ex-German State 
railroad material that is not nailed down 
or chained fast. The Germans are. car- 
rying away a colossal grouch because 
they are not allowed to fight, and are 
now forced to look for honest wage-earn- 
ing work. : 

Who will foot the bill for the Upper 
Silesian party is a question which is be- 
coming serious, now that liquidation..of 

e insurrection is actually taking place. 
That Germany will demand reparation 
from the Allies for loss and damage in 
Upper Silesia is sure. Germany will 
present a bill running close to 3,000,000,- 
000 paper marks backed by the legal 
argument that the Allies were respon- 
sible under the Peace Treaty for main- 
taining law and order and protecting 
life and property in Upper Silesia. 

The town of Hindenburg is reported 
liberated from the insurgent siege, as 
also is Kleiwitz, where Polish insur- 
gents attacked and captured the rail- 
road workshops, killing two German 
women and four men, and were anne 4 
ousted from the position by the Frenc 
garrison. The Germans, while loyally 
retiring, are convinced they are being 
diplomatically and skillfully hustled out 
of Upper Silesia to be disarmed and 
disbanded so as to give the Poles a 
chance of pulling off a findl insurrec- 
tion with no armed German opposition 
possible. 


Poles Expect Something to Turn Up. 


The Polish insurgents are likewise loy~, 
ally retiring or else hiding their arms 
and staying behind, absolutely con- 
vinced that something {s coming their 


way. In fact, in an impassioned proc- 
lamation to Polish Upper Silesians their 
leader, Korfanty, says: ‘‘ Already ‘to- 
day I am in the position to declare that 
we shall shortly be united with Poland. 
All of you, animated by the same spirit, 
laced yourselves under the banner of 
freedom, the symbol of Poland, from 
which no foreign power will be able to 
tear you away.”’

Ulitza ts the German fighti par- 
son, Chairman of the famous ‘‘ Council 
of Twelve,’’ constituting the. German 
backstairs government in Upper Silesia. 
Ulitza and the Council of Twelve are 
convinced that the plan for simultaneous 
Polish German withdrawal is a Franco- 
Polish trick. 

Nevertheless the Germans for the first 
time in history are playing politics. 
Orders have gone out to General Hoefer 
to agree to and carry out anything and 
everything sponsored by the British. The 
German tactical idea is to, place abso- 
lutels; no further obstacles the path 
of picification and loyally t0 comply 
with all orders countersigned by the 
trusted British General. They are rely- 
ing on his personal pledge of a square 
deal, with the ulterior motive, in the 
eventuality of a further jnsurrection 
breaking out, of pinning unequivocally 
the blame on the Pole#din the hopes that 
thereby they will gain a free hand to 
reconquer all Upper Silesia if necessary. 
General Marinis explained further: 

‘Part of the insurgents will retire 
over the border into Poland, fut the 
major part will stay in their Upper 
Silesian homes. We shall disarm them, 
however. There will be amnesty for the 
insurgents, but those who do not sur- 
render their arms will not be negotiated 
with. But discussions were -necéessary 
with both the Poles and Germans to 
make certain that the withdrawal plan 
was physically feasible.’’ 


General Heneker’s Views. 


The British General Heneker and Brit- 
ish Commissioner Sir Harold Stuart 
thinkealike on all subjects, particularly 
Upper Silesia. The Italians enthusias- 
tically share the British viewpoint. The 
French are with them, too. That makes 
it unanimous. -Otherwise the French 
would be outvoted 2 to 1. ‘It’s none of 
General Heneker’s business who ulti- 
mately gets Upper Silesia or when. His 
_ is merely to clean up and go home. 

e could have cleaned up the Polish in- 
surgents militarily with his division, but 
what was the use of British troops fight- 
ing, with a possibility of entailing Brit- 
ish casualties? 

He believes the whole business will be 
over in a week.

CROP CONDITIONS MIXED. 


| Hot Weather and Drought Affect 
Some Grains. 


The Government’s. weekly’ report on 
conditions in the crop districts was as 
foltows: 

“Winter wheat harvest was in progress 
during the week northward to Pennsyl- 
vania, Southern Michigan and Nebraska. 
This work made generally good progress 
east of the Mississippi River, but con- 
siderable interruption. was caused hy 
frequent .rains in the Lower Missouri 
Valley and Southern Great Plains. Har- 
vest was practically suspended in most 
of Bastern and Southeastern Kansas, 
while both harvest and thrashing. were 
greatly delayed in Oklahoma. The warm 
Weather caused wheat to ripen too fast 
in much of the Northern portion of the 


<. 

“It continued too warm for the best 
dev@lopment of Spring wheat and this 
crop 18 also ‘suffering from drought in 
some sections. March grain is heading 
short in South Dakota and Western 
North Dakota. The crop is still in fair 
to excellent condition th Eastern North 
Dakota and it continues generally satis- 
factory in Minnesota. 

‘<Dhere ‘was ample moisture for corn in 
most parts of the principal corn-growing 
ee: while temperature was high 
in the Northern and Eastern States and 
there was generally an abundance of 
sunshine. The corn’ crop is in a good to 


of the Misissippi River, except where 
cultivation was hindered by heavy rain- 
fall. The crop made satisfactory prog- 
ress during the week in most of the Ohfo 
Valiey States, but ft deteriorated or 
4made little progress in many Southeast- 
ern and Eastern States pacause of lack 
of moisture. 

“The temperatures averaged above nor- 
mal tn the stern portion of the cotton 
belt, but. it ‘was below normal in the 
4 Western district. Tt was too wet for 
cotton in Texa’s, Oklahoma and Arkan#gas 
and too dry_in-some Eastern States, es- 
pecially in Georgia. 

‘The week was mostly favorable in 
Loufsana, Alabama, Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee. Good growth was reported from 
North Carolina. The progress and con- 
ae of the crop is fairly good in South 

arolina, where the plants are blooming 
freely in. central and Southern sections. 
Cotton is withstanding the drought fairly 
well in Georgia, but made little or no 
progress. Weevil activity is increasing 
in many. districts.’’
